GENERAL INFORMATION 


The Superintendent of Documents, Washington, D. C., is authorized by law 
to sell copies of Government publications and to allow a discount of 25 percent 
to book dealers and quantity purchasers on condition that the purchasers will 
adhere to the public sales price set by the Superintendent of Documents and that 
publications shall not be overprinted with any advertising matter (under a 
recent ruling, the 25 percent discount to dealers does not apply to Supreme 
Court reports which may, however, be sold by dealers at a price in advance of 
that charged by this Office; neither can the dealers’ discount be allowed on the 
Federal Register). 

Publications cannot be supplied free to individuals nor forwarded in advance 
of payment. 

The accumulation of publications in this Office amounts to several millions, 
of which over five million are assorted, forming the sales stock. Many rare 
books are included, but under the law all must be sold regardless of their age 
or scarcity. Many of the books have been in stock some time, and are apt to 
be shopworn. In filling orders the best copy available is sent. 


PRICE LISTS 


A general price list of public documents is not available, but numerous lists 
have been prepared on special subjects and any of these will be furnished 
free, on application, if the person interested will state the subject or subjects 
concerning whieh information is desired. It will also be noted that current 
publications which are for sale are listed in this catalog. 


WEEKLY LIST 


In addition to the Price lists, the Documents Office issues a Weekly List of 
Selected United States Government Publications for sale by the Superintendent 
of Documents. Each list is arranged alphabetically by subjects, with annota- 
tions and prices, and may be obtained free upon application to the Superin- 
tendent of Documents. 


HOW TO ORDER PUBLICATIONS 


Publications entered in this catalog that are for sale by the Superintendent 
of Documents are indicated by a star (*) preceding the price. A dagger (7) 
indicates that application should be made to the department, bureau, or division 
issuing the document. A double dagger (tf) indicates that the document is 
printed for official use. Whenever additional information concerning the method 
of procuring a document seems necessary, it will be found under the name of 
the bureau by which it was published. 

In ordering a publication from the Superintendent of Documents, give (if 
known) the name of the publishing department, bureau, or division, and the 
title, together with the classification number which is added to the entry at the 
extreme right; order the congressional documents and reports by the title, 
together with the document or report number and the Congress and session, e. g., 
H. doc. 383, 74-2. 


Do not use the L. C. card number in ordering a publication. 
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HOW TO REMIT 


Remittances for the documents marked with a star (*) should be made to the 
Superintendent of Documents, Washington, D. C., by coupons, postal money 
order, express order, or check. Currency may be sent at sender’s risk. For- 
eign remittances should be made either by international money order or draft 
on an American bank. 

Postage stamps, foreign money, defaced or smooth coins, will not be accepted. 

For the convenience of the general public, coupons that are good until 
used in exchange for Government publications sold by the Superintendent 
of Documents may be purchased from his Office in sets of 20 for $1. 
Address order to Superintendent of Documents, Government Printing Office, 
Washington, D. C. 

No charge is made for postage on documents forwarded to points in United 
States, Alaska, Guam, Hawaii, Philippine Islands, Puerto Rico, Samoa, or to 
Canada, Cuba, or Mexico. To other countries the regular rate of postage is 
charged, and remittances must cover such postage. In computing foreign 
postage, add one-third of the price of the publication. 


TO LIBRARIANS 


The number given at the extreme right of each entry (except for congres- 
sional documents and reports) is the classification number by which the pub- 
lication is arranged in the Library and in the sales stock of the Office of the 
Superintendent of Documents. It can be used as a classification number by 
such libraries as are using, for the departmental publications, the arrange- 
ment of public documents advocated in the Checklist of United States Public 
Documents, 1789-1909. In using this number as a classification number in a 
library, it should be noted that the shilling mark (/) is used to separate what 
would ordinarily be a superior number or letter (the numbers or letters imme- 
diately following the line) from the main classification number, it not being 
practicable to print these numbers and letters as superiors in the Monthly 
Catalog, e. g., the number A 1.23/a : So 96/4 listed in the Monthly Catalog would 


be A 1.28": So 96* in a library. 
LIBRARY OF CONGRESS CARDS 


Numbers to be used in ordering the printed catalog cards of the Library of 
Congress are appended to entries for the more important publications. These 
are given at the left, with “L. C. card” prefixed. Do not confuse with the 
Documents Office classification number given at the right. Orders for these 
cards, remittances in payment for them, and requests for information about 
them should be addressed to the Librarian of Congress, not to the Superintend- 


ent of Documents. 
MONTHLY CATALOG DISTRIBUTION 


The Monthly Catalog is sent to public libraries free on application. Sub- 
scription price to individuals, $1.00 a year, including index; foreign subscription 
$1.60 a year. Back numbers cannot be supplied. Notify the Superintendent of 
Documents of any change of address. 


INDEX 


An Index to the Monthly Catalog will be issued at the end of the calendar 
year. This will contain index entries for all the numbers issued from January 
to December, and can be bound with the numbers as an index to the volume.

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NOoTEs OF GENERAL INTEREST 


CONVENING DATE OF 75TH CONGRESS 


The 20th amendment to the Constitution of the United States which fixed the 
commencement of the terms of President and Vice President and Members of 
Congress and also the time of the assembling of Congress, read as follows in 
regard to the latter: “The Congress shall assemble at least once in every year 
and such meeting shall begin at noon on the 3d day of January, unless they 
shall by law appoint a different day.” In 1937, the 3d day of January falls on 
Sunday, and so the date for the convening of the 75th Congress has been fixed 
as January 5, 1937, by S. J. Res. 286 (Public joint resolution 120, approved 
June 22, 1936), which reads: “Resolved by the Senate and House of Representa- 
tives of the United States of America in Congress assembled, That the Seventy- 
fifth Congress shall assemble at noon on Tuesday, the 5th day of January 1937.” 


WRITINGS OF GEORGE WASHINGTON 


One of the permanent results of the labors of the George Washington Bicen- 
tennial Commission (officially designated in the act which established it as the 
United States Commission for the Celebration of the Two Hundredth Anniversary 
of the Birth of George Washington) was the preparation, as a congressional 
memorial to George Washington, of a definitive edition of all his essential writ- 
ings, public and private (excluding the diaries), including personal letters from 
the original manuscripts or first prints, and the general orders. The act author- 
izing this memorial provided that the work should consist of 25 volumes, more 
or less, and that the cost per set to public libraries and institutions and socie- 
ties of learning should be $50, while that for the general public would be $75. 
The first 11 volumes were placed on sale in July 19384. Volume 12, which covers 
the period from June 1, 1778 to September 30, 1778, has now been issued. Remit- 
tance for the entire set, to be made to the Superintendent of Documents, is 
required in advance of delivery of the volumes published to date. 


NEW PERIODICALS 


The Children’s Bureau has issued volume 1, number 1, under the date of July 
1936, of a periodical called The Child, Monthly News Summary. The Foreword 
states that “it is the purpose of this publication, the successor of the Child-Wel- 
fare News Summary formerly issued in mimeographed form, to provide a regular 
means of communication between the Children’s Bureau and those who in their 
own States and communities are striving to establish a more adequate basis for 
child life. To the extent to which truly cooperative and democratic methods of 
achieving a common objective in terms adapted to individual differences can be 
developed in this country, the purpose of the founders of America will be real- 
ized. The health and welfare of the children have the first claim for service in 
such cooperative undertakings.” 

Insured Mortgage Portfolio is the Federal Housing Administration’s medium 
of communication with financial institutions which are approved or eligible for

participation in the insured mortgage system, and is intended to promote better 
understanding of the mutual mortgage insurance system among the Nation’s 
lending institutions. It will be the function of this monthly publication to pool 
the information gained in solving many problems relating to mortgage insurance, 
thereby bringing about a clear comprehension of Common problems and their 
practical solutions; also to bring to lending institutions statistics and studies 
relating to the insured mortgage system and authoritative interpretations of 
administrative regulations. The Portfolio will be sent to financial institutions 
which are approved or eligible for participation in the insured mortgage system 
without charge, annual subscription price to others is $1.25, single copies, 15c.; 
foreign subscriptions will be $1.65, with the cost of single copies, 20c. Orders 
should be sent to the Superintendent of Documents, Washington, D. C. 

The Merchant Marine Bulletin issued by the Marine Inspection and Navigation 
Bureau of the Commerce Department will be published each month and furnished 
without cost to anyone expressing a desire to receive it. It will include the 
information previously contained in Current Shipping Data and the Bureau of 
Navigation and Steamboat Inspection Bulletin, both of which have been 


discontinued.

Notr.—The Geological Survey is making a series of topographic:-maps that will even- 
tually cover the whole United States, also Alaska and Hawaii. The individual maps are 
projected to represent quadrangle areas rather than political divisions, and each map is 
designated by the name of some prominent town or natural feature in the area mapped. 
The scales most commonly used are 1: 31,680, 1: 62,500, and 1: 125,000, corresponding, 
approximately, to 4% mile, 1 mile, and 2 miles to 1 inch. The area covered differs with 
the latitude, but the average area is 58, 230, or 920 square miles, respectively, for these 
three scales. Topographic maps are printed on uniform-sized paper, about 20 by % 
inches, and the maps of the quadrangle areas represented thereon are about 17% inches 
long and 12 to 15 inches wide, according to latitude.

Indexes to the 
Press releases are supplied semiannually, as of December 31 and June 30. The Depart- 
ment of State includes in the Press release series, each quarter, a complete list of its 
publications for the preceding quarter,

congressional documents.
